New Leader World War 
Veteran — Regarded as 
Italy's Greatest Strategist, 
Popular With Soldiers. 


ROME, Nov. 16.—Premier Mus- 
golini changed his commanders in 
Ethiopia today, removing the white- 
haired veteran, Gen. Emilio de Bo- 
no, as chief of the invading Ital- 


jan forces, and substituting Gen. 
‘Pietro Badoglio, Chief of the Gen- 
eral Staff, who oniy a week ago re- 
ported his first-hand observations 
of the war situation after an in- 
spection in East Africa. 

In a message to Gen. de Bono— 
one of Mussolini's four leaders in 
the Fascist march on Rome—the 
Premier thanked him “for having 
achieved your mission under ex- 
tremely difficult circumstances and 
with a result that entitles you to 
the gratitude of the nation.” 

Mussolini said Gen. de Bono, sent 
to East Africa 10 months ago, had 
finished the task he undertook and 
recalled him to Italy. 

To Make Him a Marshal. 


He proposed to King Victor Em- 
manuel that the 69-year-old veteran 
be elevated to the rank of Marshal, 
@ title which Gen. Badoglio, who is 
64, already holds. Of course, the 
King’s compliance is certain. 

Selection of Gen. Badoglio as the 
few Commander-in-Chief at the 
front was in line with Italian poli- 
tical developments. Gen. Badoglio 
is reputed to be popular with the 
army because he is known as prob- 
ably the best war-time general, and 
Italy's greatest strategist. 

In the World War he led the suc- 
cessful attack on Monte Sabotino 
which preceded the fall of Gorizia. 
He commanded the Twenty-seventh 
Corps in the disastrous defeat at 
the hands of the Austrians at Cap- 
oretto. 

He is a veteran of the Eritrean 
and Libyan campaigns and in 1921 
was sent to the United States on a 
diplomatic mission. He has served 
as Ambassador to Brazil and as 
Governor of Libya. 

Italians are being told that, as 
hard fighting begins in Africa, the 
best soldier will command the Ital- 
ian forces. 

Gen. Badoglio is known to be 

* friendly with the royal family. It 
is said, however, that years ago he 
refused to accept Fascist principles, 
but his appointment, first as Chief 
of the General Staff and now as 
leader at the war front, is taken as 
evidence that he is in Mussolini's 
confidence.

Philip B. Fleming, 
chief, said Harry L.

Quoddy from the general relief 
scale until Jan. 1 so that the model 
village for 1200 administrative staff 
members could be completed before 
severely cold weather starts. 

The new scale, said Fleming, wil! 
pay common labor 40 cents an hour, 
intermediate labor 55 cents an hou 
and skilled labor 75 cents an hour. 
In effect, the engineer declared, the 
new scale will more than double 
the wages of all three classes. 

Under the old scale, common la- 
borers were paid $44 a month, in- 
termediate workers $50 a month 
and skilled labor $63 a month. 
Heretofore, all workers have been 
employed on a 40-hour week basis. 
Until the emergency ends, said 
Fleming, workers may work eight 
hours a day and six or seven days 
a week, as they choose. The aim 
of the project is to harness the 
ocean tides.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Former 
President Hoover, in the second of 
a series of attacks on the Roose-

| policies should be abandoned in fa 
vor of sound principles. 

Although Hoover has not an- 
nounced whether he will be a can- 
didate next year, the speech, which 
was broadcast, bore many of the 
earmarks of a political document 
and some listeners thought they de- 
tected in it the handiwork of Ben 
S. Allen, a former newspaper man, 
who has rejoined Hoover as politi- 
cal and publicity adviser. The de- 
livery and content of the speech 
was in line with Hoover's first at- 
tack on the New Deal, delivered 
to the California Young Republi- 
cans last month, in which he at- 
tacked the Roosevelt spending pol- 
icy. In the vernacular of the the- 
ater, he then and tonight was “play. 
ing for laughs,” both by his enun.- 
ciation and turn of phrases. 

Political observers also read sig. 
nificance into the fact that the ad. 
dress was to the Ohio Society of 
New York. Ohio has often been 
a pivotal state, both in Republican 
primary and in presidential elec. 
tions. The delegates to the Repub- 
lican National Convention are not 
selected until May but the fore. 
armed politicians start working fo! 
delegates about six months before 
the primary. Under the Ohio law 
a candidate must consent to the 
filing of his name, which appears 
on the ballot. 


“Useful to Grandchildren.” 

“The new ‘national planning’ 
building vast projects—-perhaps use- 
ful to our grandchildren,” Hoovet 
said. “We have to pay the cost of 
interest and maintenance until they 
come of age. ... When I was a boy 
in Iowa I learned some very simple 
truths about finance I learned 
that money does not grow on trees; 
it must be earned.” 

Hoover declared that during the 
depression years of the last admin- 
istration the loss of man days from 
strikes and lockouts averaged about 
9,000,000 per year. During this ad- 
ministration it has averaged a loss 
of about 14,000,0lU0 man days per 
year, he said. 

“There are only four leiters of 
the alphabet not now in use by the 
administration in Washington,” he 
said. “When we establish the quick 
loans corporations for xylophones. 
yachts and zithers, tr. 
our fathers will be exhausted... . 

“One of the wheel-horses of the 
‘national planning’—that is the 
NRA—was thought to have been 
killed by the Supreme Court. That 
decision has not yet been claimed 
as part of the new ‘national plan- 
ning, although every day men are 
getting jobs because of it.”

Recommendations of Hoover. 

Although Hoover declared that he 
was offering a “constructive pro- 
gram” for the country, his specific 
recommendations were, for the most 
part, demands for the repeal of new 
laws and the tearing down of most 
of the governmental extensions add 
ed by the New Deal 

| “The waste of the taxpayer's 
money,” he declared, “on unneces- 
sary public works should end. 

“The administration of relief 
should be turned over to local au- 
thorities, Federal expenditures for 
relief should be confined to cash 
allowance to these authorities tc 
the extent that they are unable to 
provide their own funds. 

“The spending for visionary and 
un-American experiments’ should 
be stopped. 

“This horde of political bureauc- 
racy should be rooted out. 

“The provisions of the Constitu 
tion requiring that expenditures 
‘shall only be in accordance with 
appropriations actually made by 
law should be obeyed. And 
should be for specific purposes. 
“The budget should be balanced. 
not by more taxes, but by a reduc- 
tion of follies.

O’Malley’s Terms. 


Explaining an order issued by a 
three-judge Federal court in Kan- 
sas City, United States Circuit 
Judge Kimbrough Stone said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
that it meant the court soon will 
approve the pending settlement 
proposal in the fire insurance pre- 
mium refund litigation, except in 
the case of poiicyholders who in- 
tervene with objections. 

The court will permit policyhold- 
ers seeking more than the 20 per 
cent refund of impounded pre- 
miums, specified in the settlement 
agreement between State Insurance 
Superintendent R. Emmet O’Mal- 


ley and the companies, to intervene | 


up to Dec. 31 and will hold hear- 
ings to determine what, if any, re- 
fund each intervenor is entitled to. 

Members of the three-judge court 
besides Judge Stone are United 
States District Judges Albert L. 
Reeves and Merrill E. Otis. 

Each Must Act for Self. 

The court's intended action. 
which probably will be taken soon 
after the first of the year, Judge 
Stone explained, was indicated in 
an order issued last Wednesday 
permitting Fred E. Baldwin, hold- 
er of four policies, to intervene for 
himself but not for a group of un- 
named policyholders. 

The order stated that any policy 
holder objecting to the settlement 
might intervene, but that each 
must act for himself, and no gen- 
eral intervention in behalf of all 
policyholders would be permitted. 
The court would assume, the or- 
der said, that the settlement was 
agreeable to all who failed to in- 
tervene by Dec. 31. 

There are thousands of policy- 
holders, but the maximum refund 
the great majority could expect if 
all the impounded premiums were 
returned, would be comparatively 
small, and it is not likely any great 
number will go to. the expense and 
trouble of intervening. Baldwin is 
at present the only intervenor. 

$9,000,000 in Payments. 

The action of the three-Judge 
Court will apply to more than $9,- 
000,000 in premium payments im- 
pounded by order of the court. This 
amount represents the 16 2-3 per 
cent increase in premiums collected 
by 137 companies since June 1, 1930. 
The increase was disallowed by then 
State Insurance Superintendent Jo- 
seph B. Thompson, but was collect- 
ed and impounded under a Federal 
Court injunction 

Excess premiums collected by a 
number of other companies, under 
1 State Court injunction and like- 
wise impounded, now amounting to 
about $1,800,000. will not be = af- 
fected by the Federal Court action. 
The State Supreme Court has re- 
jected the O'Malley compromise 
agreement.as to this fund. 

The O'Malley settlement, pro- 
posed several months ago, was that 
20 per cent of the impounded pre- 
miums be returned to policyhdélders, 
590 per cent to the insurance com- 
panies and 30 per cent to trustees 
for payment of court costs, lawyers’ 
fees and other expenses. This set-

The Olympic Flame. 


HAT marathon relay race 

from Olympia in Greece to the 
site of the Olympic Games of 1936 
in Berlin, is an intriguing fea- 
ture. Particularly so is_ the 
method by which the flame fronf 
the ancient Olympic altars to light 
the giant torch at the Bertin 
Stadium, will be kept alive 
through the long journey. 

The distance to be traversed 
without the light being lost or ex- 
tinguished is 1900 miles. More 
than 2500 runners will carry the 
torch one kilometer each and in- 
cidentally it will take 6000 torches 
to last out the run. 

The promoters of the idea fig- 
ured out several ways to find a 
flame that could traverse through 
seven nations—Greece, Bulgaria, 
Jugoslavia, Hungary, Austria, 
Czecho-Slovakia and Germany 
and still be ablaze on arrival. 

The torches used will be made 
of magnesium and each _ relay 
runner will ignite a new one from 
the flame of the relay torch pre- 
ceding him and carry on to the 
next relay point. 

What would happen if the ex- 
hausted runner fell and the flame 
died out, is not explained. But 
undoubtedly bicycle attendants 
will accompany each runner to 
act in such an emergency. 

It’s probably the longest relay 
in the history of the world and it 
would take about six days, run- 
ning 24 hours a day, to complete 
the journey,

Judge Coleman’s Decision. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent decision of Federal District 
Judge Coleman instructing the trus- 
tees of the American States Public Ser- 
vice Co. to treat. the Holding Company 
Act as invalid and of no effect is the 
court’s answer to the people's remon- 
strance against so vast a concentration 
of economic power as to menace the very 
nation itself. 

The Holding Company Act was de- 
signed to give the Government power to 
reorganize the utility industry and, if 
the Federal courts are not to be governed 
by any consideration of the public wel- 
fare or the rules of natural ‘justice, but 
solely by legal and constitutional ques- 
tions, there could be no man, however 
indifferent to the interests of this coun- 
try, who would not be forced.to admit 
that the situation to which the people are 
now reduced will call for the exertion 
of whatever wisdom and spirit that is 
left among us. The people should be 
exhorted never to suffer this invasion of 
their rights without a determined and 
persevering resistance. One precedent 
creates another; they soon accumulate 
and constitute law. 

The time is not far distant when the 
people will have the means of redress in 
their power. I cannot doubt that they 

‘ will vote an amendment to their Consti- 
tution that will clearly give to them and 
to them only the right to sanction or 
repeal bills that have been enacted by 
Congress for the people's welfare.

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MR. HOOVER AS A WARWICK. 

The measure of Mr. Hoover's political ambition is 
a growing item of public interest. That he would 
like the nomination himself may be sympathetically 
granted. That he and his close personal friends and 
administration associates realize he is not available 
can hardly be doubted. So the inference widely drawn 
is that Mr. Hoover aspires no further than to have a 
decisive voice in the selection of the candidate and 
the drafting of the platform. 

To exercise such influence would, of course, be a 
major part, second only to the stellar role. Is Mr. 
Hoover, as titular leader of his party, qualified for 
such a part? 
such a place in the cast? 
he command? 

No positive answer can be given. There is, and 
can be, no demonstrable proof. But such evidence 
as may be cited is unfavorable. At the Grass Roots 
convention at Springfield, for example, which was 
taken over by the Hoover loyalists, there was not 
only a chilling absence of Hoover enthusiasm among 
the delegates; there was outspoken hostility. 
same atmosphere enveloped the meeting of the West- 
ern Republicans at which Mr. Hoover made “his first 
political speech” since his retirement. That speech, 
be it said in no spirit of criticism, was a bid for 
support. As such it failed. 

If, now, as the impression obtains, he has relin- 
quished all hope of the nomination, himself, even as 
a compromise in the event of a prolonged deadlock, 
but expects to veto any unsatisfactory selection and 
to write, or edit, the document drawn by the Resolu- 
tions Committee, on what grounds may he file a claim 
for such authority? May historical precedent be of-

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THE NEW DIGEST POLL. 
The Literary Digest has launched another of its 


nation-wide polls of public opinion, again on the 
subject of the administration's policies. Within its 
limitations, the poll will be a valuable indicator of 


the people’s attitude and a guide to the outcome of 
the presidential election a year hence. 

We say “within its limitations” because of the 
form in which the question on the ballot is cast. It 
reads: “Do you NOW approve the acts and policies 
of the Roosevelt ‘New Deal’ to date?” , So broad is 
the question, and so varied are the administration's 
policies, that a yes-or-no answer is difficult for the 
discriminating citizen. Partisans, both pro and anti, 
and voters swayed by emotion may be able to mark 
their ballots without hesitancy. But thousands of 
others will find it difficult at this stage to express 
a blanket indorsement or a 100-per-cent disapproval of 
the policies. By next November, opinions will be crys- 
tallized, partly by the platform and personnel of the 
opposition, partly by the outcome of issues that now 
lie on the lap of the gods—the questions of relief and 
public works, taxation and spending, farm policy 
and many others. Today, the opposition is unor- 
ganized, and much unfinished business remains be- 
fore the Government. 

The Digest conducted a similar poll on the Roose- 
velt policies in May and June, 1934, but the form of 
its question at that time afforded more leeway for 
voters whose sentiments were not 100 per cent in 
either direction. The question asked at that time 
was: “Do you on the whole approve the acts and 
policies of Roosevelt's first year?” The words “on 
the whole,” now omitted, do not call for the explicit 
indorsement or condemnation connoted by the form, 
“Do you now approve... .?”

In cold party realism, he is a symbol of disaster. He 
wears, indelibly, the stigmata of repudiation and de- 
feat. History may speak kindly of him. In the arena

THE ARM OF ARGUMENT. 

When a lawyer, arguing a case before the Okla- 
homa Supreme Court the other day, threw his right 
arm out of joint, it did not surprise anybody. Some- 
thing of the sort had been expected for a long time. 
It was a little surprising, though, that it happened in 
an argument before the Supreme Court. Gesticula- 
tion has its place in argument before a jury. It is an 
old court custom. Mediocre lawyers have always re- 
lied upon it, in the place of argument, as the strong 
right arm of their appeal. Good lawyers, with no 
taste for it, have sometimes used it, despairing of ac- 
commodating themselves to the intelligence of jurors 
by any other means. Jurors may not understand an 
argument, but a waving right arm makes everything 
clear to them. That is why jury verdicts are such 
queer things. Many a culprit owes his escape from 
punishment to a physical flourish when all legal 
motions have failed.

FF it b. true for most people, as a great 
[ numoriat once remarked, that “life after 

40 is a tragedy,” the reason might be found 
in the fact that, as a rule, men and women 
become hopelessly adult in their outlook 
along about that time of life; and to become 
adult usually signifies, more than anything 
else, a weary acceptance of the bald, “prac- 
tical” sense view of things in general. 

So many great and little hopes have failed 
by then; and nothing very wonderful has 
come to pass. With the waning of excess 
vitality, a deep but unconfessed sense of 
failure grows, seeming to leave little but the 
stern necessity of going on. Surely most 
aging people have experienced that appal- 
ling “40 feeling,” which is commonly mis- 
taken for wisdom. 

But there have always been those who, 
by some inexplicable good fortune, have 
been able to retain the youthful sense of 
wonder throughout their lives, a sort of di- 
vine expectancy that keeps life from seem- 
ing a dull and repetitious affair. These are 
the adventurers in physical, mental or spir- 
itual realms; and of their number, on the 
higher levels, are the saints and seers.

It begins to seem practically certain now 
that Richard Halliburton is one of those 
gloriously favored persons who are able to 
avoid the fatal mistake of becoming thor- 
oughly grown up. Ten years ago, when his 
“Royal Road to Romance” appeared, one 
could not be sure that the years would not 
wear down the happy audacity, born of a 
boyish sense of wonder, that won the hearts 
of so many thousands of all ages. But at 
the normally sobering age of 35, he seems 
as joyously and daringly young as ever. 

It is not improbable that many will regard 
“Seven League Boots” as even more en- 
thralling than his other volumes. What cu- 
riously interesting things this man thinks 
up to do! Now he is diving to the hulk 
of Hobson's Merrimac for a close examina- 
tion; now he is locating the exact spot 
where Columbus made his first landfall in 
the New World; now he is examining the 
bones of the great discoverer; now he 
riding an elephant over the Alps, following 
the trail of Hannibal; now he is interview- 
ing one of the three who murdered the Rus- 
sian royal family (and what a story he gets 
out of it!); now, in a wild and little-known 
valley of the Caucasus, he is visitins with the 
Khevsoors, “a lost race vf Crusaders,’ who 
still, on occasion, wear their twelfth century 
chain armor and wield their ancient blades; 
now he is playing monk in a@ monastery on 
Mount Athos; and now he is off on a pil- 
grimage to Mecca. ; 

Very often, as in all his books, there is 
rather more than a touch of sensational 
showmanship in his undertakings, and his 
flirtations with manifest absurdity are fre- 
quent; but always his own disarming sense 
of humor is quietly on the job; and the 
wilder his exploits, the better one likes him. 

For something like a million readers, 
Richard Halliburton still furnishes vicarious 
triumph for obstructed and defeated youth. 
Are his books ? Well, what is

The expression is here used 
in a tenuously figurative sense, signifying 
the’ incredibly preposterous in human be- 
havior. A more accurately descriptive title 
might have contained the word horse in the 
genitive case, for Mr. Walker’s theme is 
the excessively publicized American goof in 
the latest 15 halcyon years of the Bughouse 
Era, still apparently productive of ever big- 
ger and better asininities in most fields of 
human activity. 

“The wonder of it all,” we read, “is not 
that such egg-heads exist as individuals, for 
it is a generally acknowledged fact that the 
hand of the potter has no more steadiness 
than an aspen leaf, but that in so many 
cases they command a tremendous popular 
admiration and respect and are often ele- 
vated to handsome eminences.” 

By this we know that Mr. Walker is far 
from being unaware of the social sympto- 
mology involved, and that, had he been so 
disposed, he could have pointed out’ the 
vital relationship of his subject matter to 
the general economic anarchy and social 
disintegration. But, being quite unable to 
do anything about it, Mr. Walker prefers to 
write of these matters rather as a delight- 
ed connoisseur, and to laugh while laugh- 
ter is still possible.

NYONE of whatever age who has ex- 
perienced something of the Homeric 
mood, whether at first hand in the Grig- 
inal or in translation, or even in any of 
the numerous highly diluted paraphrases of 
the great tale of Llium’s fall, should find 
“Within the Walls” a book to be prized. 
Miss Agnes Vaughan, the author, is asso- 
ciate professor of Greek at Smith College, 
a fact which, in itself, would scarcely be 
sufficient to explain the rare charm of this 
far more than professorial piece of work. 

Was it not Browning who once remarked 
that “he who learns Greek, be it ever so 
little, thereafter breathes from a different 
part of his anatomy’?

Sibelius is now 70 

years old, has composed seven symphonies, a violin 

concerto, a number of tone poems, orchestral suites 

and incidental pieces, two string quartets and a 

quantity of piano music. His symphony in A Minor 

which Werner Janssen will present when he conducts 
the St. Louis Symphony orchestra next Friday and 

Saturday, was written as far back as 1911. Yet it 

was only a few years ago that Sibelius became 

known in this country, chiefly by his “Valse Triste” 
and the “Finlandia” overture. 

Sibelius, however

any rate, he has a place in the permanent reper- 
toire of most orchestras. Even the St. Louis orches- 
tra, Viadimir Golschmann, would 
not count the Finnish bard as one of his favorites.

When they had it, they spent 
it—a tendency that, depression fatui- 
ties notwithstanding, may be not whol- 
ly confined to the working class. It is 


highly possible that Ed Schulz could 
be persuaded to take a drink, or that 
Mrs. Schulz was not wholly unsuscep- 
tible to such idle lures as lace cur- 
tains for her home or pretty clothes 
for her babies.

But now that they shaven’t got it, 
they’re making the best of it with at 
least all the courage it requires to lay 
up the steam yacht and order a 20 
per cent wage cut. They’re doing it 
with a gratifying absence of whining 
and a team spirit that sparkles in 
every exchange of word or glance—or 
hard hour’s work—and seems to take 
in even the youngest twins, who are 
uncommonly good-humored infants. 

There’s nothing extraordinary about 
any one of all the Schulzes, to look 
at. It is more than possible that they 
are average Americans, and that their 
red-blooded battle with circumstance 
is by no means unique. In fact, the 
reporter fully expects to hear numer- 
ously and in detail that it is not. But 
—even if someone writes in that she is 
feeding 22 on half a dollar a day—the 
Schulz record is still worth examining, 
if only as an example. 

It’s hard to pick a hero in this story. 
There are so many Schulzes. And each 
one down to the latest of three pairs 
of twins, it seems, has some bit to 
contribute. Most likely it is Mrs. 
Schulz, who, on the best available fig- 
ures—taken directly from the relief 
card, through the courtesy of a help- 
ful Supervisor—feeds herself, her 
husband and 12 children on a fraction 
less than 85 cents a day. 

Besides her, there’s Faith, the girl 
employed in a Chicago office, who 
sends home the $10 a month rent for 


* their seven-room frame house, with an 


extra $1.60 to 
$2.64 for the 
light bill when 
Mrs. Schulz 
hasn’t been able 
to lay it aside. 
Faith dropped 
high school in 
her second year 
when the chance 
for that job came 
along — ‘‘inher- 
ited’’ from Lo- 
raine, 22, when 
Loraine married 
Roy Olson—and 
now she goes to 
business college 
three nights a 
week, 

Faith was the 
only one of the 17 living children who 
was not home to get into the family 
picture. One of the “‘first twins’ died, 
11 days old. He was the thirteenth 
child. Three of the others had whoop- 
ing cough. That was the only serious 
iilness. The whole flock are plainly 
not only well but wisely fed. The 
only special diet item is the babies’ 
“formula” and an orange daily for each 
of the three others under three years. 


Or there are the other -grown chil- 
dren, who scrimped and schemed to 
get the folks at home an efficient heat- 
ing stove and a perfectly marvelous 
kerosene cooking stove, that, besides 
all its other virtues, actually looks 
clean when it is clean. And it is. 

But none of these likely candidates 
for fellow-hero, along with Mrs. 
Schulz, eclipses Julia. Julia is 17 years 
old. She hears, and, therefore, speaks, 
with difficulty. Special training for 
children like her is not provided in 
rural schools. Her mother did not 
want to send her away to a school 
for deaf-mutes, for she was neither 
deaf nor mute. It was difficult to 
teach her along with the other chil- 
dren, and so she learned a great deal 
about sewing, which instructors con- 
sidered of potential use to her. 

ESPITE her handicaps, she got 
J) eroue the sixth grade. She 

reads well. She has ‘“‘the best 
handwriting in the. family.’’ She has a 
knack for sketching; for seeing where 
and how things will look best; for 
taking over drudgery and doing it as 
though it were fun. 

For the last three years she has 
done all the cooking while her mother 
plans and sews—sews at the endless 
task of making over one child’s clothes 
for the next, schemes at the endless 
problem of making ends meet. Julia 
takes her turn at looking after the 
babies, and the six children in school. 
She bakes bread every other day, with 
raisin bread and buns and cookies on 
Saturday and frequent cakes. 

As with others in that remarkable 
brood, what Julia does is not so un- 
usual as the way she does it. Prob- 
ably there are things she’d rather do 
than wash dishes, and her sense of de- 
sign indicates there are other things 
that, with training, she could do, but 
she takes the menial task as though it 
were a joyous thing. 

But, after all, it is the 42-year-old 
mother who captains this team in its 
red-hot game of beating the wolf from 
the door. In that game, along with 
field hazards— notably the _ stork, 
though she certainly doesn’t feel that 
way about it—she has certain ‘‘field 
advantages,’’ of which the most impor- 
tant’is a garden. 

The game seems almost over, and 
the Schulzes expect to win. It be- 
gan three years ago, when Schulz, who 
is 48 years old, lost his job in a local 
dairy. Previously he had worked nine 
years in highway building, and had be- 
come a foreman over 80 to 40 men, 
but was squeezed ovt when the de- 


pression cracked down on payrolls. 

In a later job, a finger became in- 
fected and Schulz had to go to a hos- 
pital for amputation. He obtained a 
judgment of several hundred dollars. 
It went rapidly. Since then he has 
found it impossible, despite his repu- 
tation as a worker, to get a steady 
job. 

He works an average of three days 
a month, at $1 to §2 a day; that is, 
once he got $2. His first trade was 
paper-hanging, but he takes any job 
he can get. He tells of papering a 
16x20-foot room for §$2. 

What he earns, rarely $5 a month, 
more often about $3, goes to clothing. 
Sometimes there is a gift of a garment 
or two. Clothing allotments from the 
county relief organization totaled 
$28.06 in the 53 weeks up to Oct. 22. 
Nearly always, explained Mrs. Schulz, 
they go for shoes, since that is the 
one thing she can not make over. 

Relief allotments for fuel for the 
period cited amounted to $22.77, of 
which $21 went for winter coal. 

Except for kerosene, ‘All I have to 
think of is food, but that’s plenty,” 
says Mrs. Schulz. “I do my scheming 
at night when I can’t sleep.” 

Every month 124% pounds of flour, 
which is just enough, is delivered, and 
every morning three quarts of milk, 
which is not enough. In addition are 
the relief ‘slips,’ good in approved 
staples at the local grocery, which, 
Mrs. Schulz figured, ran about $14.70 
every two weeks to cover both food 
and kerosene, which alone costs $2 a 
month. 

The relief card figures even closer 
than that. The food allotments for 
a year and five days, from one Oct. 
17 to the next Oct. 22, amount to 
$313.97; clothing, $28.06; fuel, 
$22.77. The total for the 370 days 
is $364.80. It requires Schulz’s 
meager earnings to bring it up to $1 
a day; on the basis of food allotments 
alone, it appears Mrs. Schulz has fed 
her family daily on 84 cents, 8 mills. 

The day starts, six days a week, 
with 12 at table around a Gargantuan 
pot of oatmel. With it vanish the 
three quarts of milk and a deal of 
sugar, a cup of coffee for Schulz and 
one or two of the older children; 
sometimes tea for Mrs. Schulz “or a 
little milk if there’s any left over that 
I can swipe from the children’; per- 
haps half a loaf of Julia's bread with 
butter—or rather, butter substitute. 

Dinner, at noon, features a big ket- 
tle of boiled potatoes; or lima beans 
cooked down thick, perhaps flavored 
with a 9-cent can of tomato paste, or, 
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rarely, bacon fryings, or, generally, 
plain lard and butter substitute: or 
approximately a tubful of soup; or a 
kettle of stew with potatoes and car- 
rots and onions and the like from the 
garden and two cans of peas from the 
store thrown in with a luxurious 18- 
cent can of corned beef. 

Pancakes, made with ordinary flour 
but requiring a pail of buttermilk, are 
greeted with enthusiasm. 

In late afternoon the children are 
home from school, starved, and a loaf 
of Julia’s bread is gone. She bakes 
six loaves every other day. Only an 
hour or two after school is out it’s 
supper-time—‘“‘and you'd never guess 
they'd had a bite.”’ 


HERE was stew for lunch the 
other day, with a little left for 
supper. Fried potatoes were 
planned to piece it out, with a can of 
peaches or cherries from tiers of 
home-made preserves, or a little corn 
syrup and stacks of Julia’s bread. 
The day’s supper is typical. Fried 
potatoes are mainstays. On days when 
there’s been boiled potatoes at dinner 
and some are left to fry, rice appears 
at supper with a little diluted canned 
milk and butter substitute and cinna- 
mon. Sometimes there’s a little cheese. 
Three nights a week there's a one-egg 
cake, chocolate or yellow. 

It is singularly shortlived. There are 
12 to eat it ‘and only 16 slices in a 
layer cake,’’ says Mrs. Schulz. 

As science has ultimately confirmed, 
a flock of busy children can burn up 
a whale of a lot of sugar. And so Mrs. 
Schulz, along with milk and eggs and 
gardenstuffs and orange-juice for the 
youngest, takes care to provide whole- 
some sweets, though she has to 
do it on as little store sugar as pos- 
sible. In the same way, eggs, at 35 
cents a dozen, have to be used in

Qn Saturday, too, they 
bake four loaves of raisin 
bread and 75 to 80 buns. 
These go for Sunday 
breakfast. Oatmeal por- 
ridge, for once, is de 
throned. The milk that 
goes on it six days a week 
provides a pudding for 
dessert at Sunday dinner. 
On Sunday the potatoes 
are mashed, There may 
be sweet potatoes. There 
may even be hamburger 
—as a roast or as meat 
balls in Italian sauce. 

Sunday supper includes 
sandwiches in the event 
that (1) there was meat 
for dinner and that (2) 
there is any of it left; 
cake, a piece around at 
the start and four to the 

winners; plain bread with corn syrup 
and jelly. 

A gallon pail of syrup lasts two 
weeks; a pound of sugar goes in a day. 
A peck of potatoes makes two meals; 
two pounds of rice is enough for one, 
The garden is a life-saver. 

It provides onions, carrots, lettuce, 
radishes, tomatoes, cabbage, greens 
peppers, peas, beans and the like 
through the summer. For the winter, 
it produces enough carrets to last un- 
til next season’s crop comes in. Since 
last July, Schulz has dug two barrels 
of potatoes; he has just bought his 
first at the store. For canning, the 
garden produced 25 quarts of string 
beans and 14 quarts of rhubarb. 

This was put up without sugar, 
which will be added whenever there’s 
any left over from daily needs. The 
same thing applies to 34 quarts of 
cherries, from two trees; and, from 
the gifts of neighbors, eight quarts of 
apple-sauce, enough grape-juice t0 
make 40 large glasses of jelly and 
enough apple-juice to make 30 glasses. 
Mrs. Schulz’s glasses are a third larger 
than the usual. An ordinary jelly- 
glass doesn't hold enough to g0 
around. 

Milk, with four quarts fresh and an 
8-cent can every day, is the biggest 
expense. But, as Mrs. Schulz figures 
it, since three quarts are delivered bY 
the relief agency and she has only one 
to consider in her cash grocery allot- 
ments, it comes second to butter sub 
stitute, one pound a day at 21 cents 
Then comes oatmeal, a pound a day, 
and potatoes, a peck every other day- 
But potatoes are wiped off the ex pense 
list while the garden supply lasts, and 
sometimes that is supplemented by 
a windfall from the Federa't ware 
house. 

Curiously, their chief agony is the

“Well, anyway, Tinker here got 
well. He took to my wife and me and 
stayed in the house a lot of the time. 
He was always at our heels, running, 
jumping and getting lots of pleasure 
on the farm. | 

“No, sir, he never did show a mean 
streak around any of us. Well, that is 
around people. But he will bite other 
dogs—nip them, that is. Seems like 
he gets a lot of pleasure out of that. I 
always figured he got a kick out of 
it and wanted to show what a big guy 
he was. But he never bit any of them 
very hard. 

“After I had had him a while I de- 
cided I'd try him out.

LINTY snow, driv- 
en by a 65-mile-an- 
hour wind, lashed 
into the faces of a 
few fur-clad men 
huddled on the 
fo’castle and hid 
the slow and steady 
approach of their 
fate. It had been

a long time coming, their ship having 
been frozen: fast for three months in 


the polar pack ice of the Choukchi Sea, 
which lies north of the eastern corner 
of Siberia. Above the howling of the 
blizzard, they could hear what the 
senior helmsman described as the 
“roaring of hundreds of mad bulls.”’ 

During intermittent lulls, they could 
see a 30-foot high ridge of jumbled 
ice cakes—less than 200 yards away— 
lazily tumbling toward the Chelyuskin. 
Several men ran to the rolling, crum- 
bling mass and fell back before it as 
the ice beneath their feet broke up 
and squeezed forward. 

At first the Chelyuskin was able to 
resist the pressure of the ice on its 
port side, the ship’s starboard plates 
sliding over the motionless ice on that 
side and grinding it under. In 10 
minutes the ship moved sideways 30 
feet. Then the ice to starboard re- 
fused to give any longer. On the port 
side, the joints of the plates gave and 
the rivets tore out for 100 feet along 
the water line. 

Someone on deck cried out: ‘This 
is different from other pressures we've 
had. This means business.’’ Down in 
the engine room, Sasha Ivanov turned 
to another engineer and asked: ‘“‘What 
on earth was that? Is Gordeiev blast- 
ing?’’ . .. Someone answered, ‘‘No; 
that’s her ribs cracking and her plates 
bursting.”’ 

It was the beginning of the end for 
the Chelyuskin, the 300-foot ship that 
was used by scientists and explorers of 
Soviet Russia, under Prof. Otto J. 
Schmidt, in an effort to ascertain 
whether an ordinary cargo vessel could 
navigate the northeastern sea route 
from Murmansk to Viadivostok. Their 
experiences, which began in August, 
1933, and did not end until the fol- 
lowing April, are recounted in the 
“Voyage of the Chelyuskin,’’ published 
by the MacMillan Company of New 
York, and made up of chapters written 
by members of the expedition and the 
aviators who rescued them. 

Orders were passed for the black 
gang to “get up steam and be ready 
to pump water,’’ while the remainder 
of the 93 men aboard unshipped stores 
and supplies in preparation for camp- 
ing on the huge island of ice. The 10 
women and two infants left the ship 
for the ice and comparative safety. The 
only shelter was the nearby tent where 
Ibrahim Fakidov, the physicist, had 
set up his headquarters for studying 

- jee vibrations. 

The disabled airplane, used earlier 
in the voyage to reconnoiter when the 
ship approached big ice fields, was un- 
loaded. Sacks of bedding and cases 
of provisions were slid down planks to 
men on the ice who dragged them off 
to safety. 

Occasional tremors that had run 
through the ship became continuous 
shivers. Something grated harshly 
against the bow. Crashes and shocks 
followed in rapid succession as the 
shifting floes groaned anda ground 
against the Chelyuskin. 

Great slabs of ice tore the vessel 
open below the water line. Thunder 
filled the engine room as the port

bow was stove in. Stokers and en- 
gineers dodged fragments of iron that 
flew from snapping rivets, plates and 
ribs and clattered on the steel plat- 
forms with a machine gun rattle. 

Somebody on the bridge telephoned 
down to learn why the pumps were not 
going—the two forward holds were 
filling rapidly. The answer—ice had 
torn away the connecting pipes leading 
to the emergency pump system and 
jammed the valves. 


HE din of ice overcoming metal 
| was so loud that a stoker, emerg- 
ing from the gloryhole with a 
message for the chief engineer, had 
to shout to make known that ‘‘the 
port plates are bursting in. The pipes 
of the auxiliary boilers have been 
twisted off, the water is rising under 
the footplates.”’ 

Then the port boiler, the only one 
under steam, shifted from its bed, and 
to the noise of crushing ice and tear- 
ing metal was added the crescendo of 
steam roaring from ‘broken pipes. 
Stokers and engineers fled from the 
stifling atmosphere to avoid being 
scalded. As they emerged from the 
engine room they were confronted by 
ice protruding through a cabin. 

On deck someone had remembered 
the three pigs aboard. Several men 
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were trying to steer them down the 
gangway with lusty kicks, but the 
squealing animals were too stubborn. 
Yells of “no time for ceremony, we 
must slaughter them.’’ Grisha Dou- 
rassov, a giant of a sailor with a sharp 
knife, was summoned. He fell on the 
pigs and they soon reached the ice with 
their throats slit. 

The ship was going down by the 
bow. The ventilators on deck hissed 
and gurgled with air displaced by wa- 
ter. In the third and next to last 
hold aft, Ilia Kopousov, assistant chief 
of the expedition, came acfoss Prof. 
Schmidt, calm as ever, although the 
Chelyuskin was listing badly. 

‘Well, Otto, and so that's the end 
of our expedition,” Kapousov re- 
marked as the water swirled about 
their knees. Very solemnly, Schmidt 
replied, “The Chelyuskin is doomed, 


but that need not disturb us. It will 
all come out all right. Has every- 
thing been unshipped?”’ 

A series of rapid shocks ran 


through the Chelyuskin, still gripped 
by the floes, the ship went down in 
jerks. The last command from Cap- 
tain V. I. Voronin rang out: “All on 
the ice, leave the ship!’’ 

In the words of Helmsman Mikhail 
Markov: “The gangway twisted and 
fell. I lost my balance and fell flat 


on the ice. I sprang to my feet and 
saw the captain lying near me, a beam 
on him. And Boris Mogilyevitch, who 
a moment before had been standing 
calm, with a pipe between his teeth, 
evidently slipped. There were 
alarmed cries from the ice: ‘Boris, 
Boris, hurry, jump!’ He strove to get 
to her stern, then a barrel bowled him 
over and we saw him no more.’’ 


EXT, the bridge crashed as the 
N stern rose in the air. The wind 

whipped a black cloud of soot 
from the funnel into the faces of the 
men on the ice. The propellers and 
rudder flourished in the air and then 
where the Chelyuskin had been there 
was a confusion of dirty ice, milling 
beams and debris. The struggle had 
ended after three hours. 

The survivors shivered as Schmidt 
ordered a roll call. It was 30 degrees 
below zero. Everyone was present or 
accounted for save Mogilyevitch. 

The radio crew set to work trying to 
drive pegs through the snow to the 


solid ice. They would not hold. The 
mast whipped wildly in the gale. 
Finally, Operator Ernest Krenkel 


switched in the rheostat, the battery 
crackled, and a merry foxtrot came 
out of the ether. 

Krenkel continued searching the 
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The Chelyuskin as it was going down. 


air. He heard Wellen, 160 miles to 
the southeast in Siberia, and Cape 
North, 300 miles southwest of him, 
asking if either had heard from the 
Chelyuskin. He switched on his trans- 
mitter, but was unable to get any sta- 
tion. The next day, February 14, the 
aerial was lengthened and Wellen was 
contacted, a full report being sent 
from “Schmidt Camp” for relay to 
Moscow. Word was flashed back that 
rescue planes would take off from 
Wellen and Cape North as soon as 
weather conditions permitted. 

Outside the radio tent, brigades of 
workers rustlied timbers and bar- 
rels about and improved shelters. 
Misha Filippov, a mechanic, passing by 
the iced-over hole where the Chelyus- 
kin. sank, cried out that he had found 
a tub of butter from the ship. Men 
with crowbars and axes hurried to the 
spot and laboriously dug out—a tub 
of clay. 

Days went by and the weather was 
too bad for flying. During the nights 
men leaped from their sleeping bags 
and tents as the ice rumbled and even 
broke beneath them. Again and again 
they rushed into the darkness to res- 
cue their scanty supplies. Self was sub- 
ordinated to the group in the true 
manner of the Soviet collective. That 
has happened many times, however, 
when men have kept their courage in 
the shadow of death. The hydrobiolo- 
gists, meteorologists, zoologists, physi- 
cists and icé@ experts continued their 
daily observations. Sailors, stokers 
and engineers were kept busy clearing 
the landing field they had selected for 
the rescue planes. 


HE morning of March 5 was 
clear and without wind when, 
for the third time since the fate- 
ful February 13, the radio operator 
got word that Anatoli Lyapidevski's 
plane, able to carry the 10 women and 
four children, was on its way from 
Wellen. The women, who had been 
busy carting snow to pack about their 
hut, dropped their work and hurried 
for the landing field. 

“Well, this is the third time,’’ one 
of the men said. ‘You're sure to get 
away this time. Now mind, you're not 
allowed back, you know.”’ 

Petrovna Soushkin, the ichthyolo- 
gist, described the scene as they hur- 
ried toward the field: “That sunny 
day, the wild beauty of the primeval 
chaos about us, looked especially bril- 
liant; the green floes were piled fan- 
tastically; there were masses of pack 
ice which looked like petrified mon- 
sters, and the whole was shot with un- 
expectedly varied and animated col- 
ors, as if you were going among in- 
calculable masses of precious stones; 
thick ancient floes in emerald blocks; 
reflections of aquamarine and tur- 
quoise, and icy grottoes and caves 
burning with a deep sapphire blue; 
and the crystals of snow glittering like 
dazzling diamonds. There were hard- 
ly any of the dull grey and white tones 
in which the Arctic is usually painted. 
It seemed as if those masses had stood 
and would still stand for centuries, 
fettered in a cruel sleep; and invol- 
untarily that great silence took posses- 
sion of us, and we, too, went along 
without a word.” 

A few minutes later they heard the 
roar of the plane’s motor and saw the 
red stars on the wings. Lyapidevski, 
hampered by his padded face mask, cir- 


cled the tiny field (500 by 1500 feet) 
twice and landed at the very edge of 
a ridge of floes. The women and chil- 
dren got in the plane. Two hours and 
15 minutes later they were in Wellen. 

Bad weather prevented further 
flights until March 14. On that day, 
Lyapidevski damaged his ship badly in 
a forced landing, after going to Van- 
karem for repairs. Other flyers were 
arriving, however, and early in April 
several got through to Camp Schmidt. 

On April 7, Vassili Molokov, per- 
haps the oldest and best polar pilot in 
Russia, arrived at Vankarem, and that 
same day removed three men from the 
camp. The next day he was unable to. 
find the camp because of mist, and on 
the following day the landing field 
cracked up so badly no plane could 
land. 


On two 
of the trips he took off five men, 
each time putting one in the long,

under the wing of the plane. 

Those who rode in the parachute 
case were pushed in head first, with 
arms folded. On the takeoff and land- 
ing they received a good shaking. 

The last trip was made on April 13, 
when Nikolai Kamanin, in his own 
words, “with great calm took Bo’sun 
Zagorski aboard and eight dogs, and 
then, as prescribed for such solemn 
occasions, made three farewell circles 
about the camp and set a course for 
Vankarem.”’ 

The members of the Chelyuskin éz- 
pedition were taken by plane, sled and 
ship to Vladivostok, where a special 
express carried them to Moscow, mak- 
ing 170 stops en route for receptions 
and celebrations. At Moscow they were 
met by a government delegation head- 
ed by Joseph Stalin, marched to the 
Red Square and decorated. 

Schmidt, now head of what is known 
as the Soviet Northern Sea Route De 
partment, reported on October 28 that 
during last summer more than 100 
vessels plied the route from Europe te 
the Far East before winter closed it t0 
all but the ice breakers. In addition, 
five new Arctic radio stations have 
been built and eight airlines, covering 
5300 miles along the route, have been 
established. 

Preparations are being made now 
repeat the famous experiment carried 
out in 1893 by the Norwegian, Fridt 
jof Nansen, who let his specially com 
structed vessel, the Fram, freese 12 
ice north of Eastern Siberia and begil 
a three-year drift that carried it 
Norway. The Soviets, in the fall of 
1937, plan to complete a ship with 
sloping sides and immense strength. 
They expect this ship, like the Fram, 
will be lifted instead of crushed, with 
the floes sliding under it. The ship 
will be allowed to freeze into the ie 
in the region where the Chelyuskin 
sank and drift through the polar fe 
gions, with 10 seamen and five sciea- 
tists aboard it. 

So, with ships bucking through oF 
sinking in pack ice, airplanes fightas 
Arctic fog and blizzard, explorers with 
dog sleds braving unknown wastel 
meteorologists and radio men makiné 
observations and reports from solitary 
stations on desolate capes, the Rut 
sians continue to pursue the phenom 
ena of the polar world in the hope 9 
reducing its hazards of life and travel.

very wealthy family in the city of 
Kiev, in southern Russia. When war 
was declared, in 1914, the young 
Count was not old enough to join the 
army, but six years later he did join 
up with the White Russian forces in

Later that year, 1920, the Count's 
mother and two sisters decided to run 
away from the civil war that was shak- 
ing Russia; the Count went with them 
and they landed in Marseilles, France.

. FTER three years of study, the

who broke the 
Monte Carlo 
couldn’t have held a can- 
die to Floyd B. Odlum. 
Odlum bet $14,000,000 in 
cash that America would 
recover from the depres- 
sion. The Monte Carlo gambler 
couldn't possibly have come near that. 

Theré were a few other financiers 
whg made a spectacular show of pur- 
chasing huge blocks of stock after the 
dam broke in 1929. But they soon re- 
treated with their money bags when 
they saw that the mob refused to ac- 
cept the bluff. Odilum did his betting 
quietly. And today, a little over five 
years later, he is hailed as the depres- 
sion era’s financial wizard. His stake 
has been run up past $100,000,000. 
That's the estimated net asset value 
of his Atlas Corporation today. 

Atlas is the biggest investment trust 
in America and Odlum is its father, 
Burse, tutor and general manager. If 

legerdemain staggers you, 
yOu can get even a bigger bang by re- 
fleeting that the $100,000,000 really 
had its origin back in 1923 as a mere 
$40,000. That was the original capi- 
tal behind Atlas when it was born. 

Odlum is only 43 years old and as 
Unimpressive a chap as you’d meet on 
any street car. He is medium-sized 
and balding. He wears horn-rim 

and is spindly in build. He 
Might be taken for a ‘confidential 
secretary. But he has a poker face, 
favaluable to a trader, and he moves 
and has one of the most orderly 

of minds. 

‘The ability to make money char- 
Scterized him from boyhood. He was 
the youngest of five children of an 
impecunious Methodist minister and he 
Was as canny about money matters as 
his father was inept. Little Floyd al- 
Ways had a scheme to make money. 
Around Union City, Mich., where he 
Was born, and every town to which 
his parent got a call, he dug ditches, 
Picked berries, worked in a lumber 
mill or hoed vegetables. When one 
job gave out, he found another. Some 
Weren't too profitable. One was a job 


clerking long hours in a clothing store 
at $2 a week. He sold goods house- 
to-house and once, at Grand Rapids, 
straddled an ostrich and rode it in a 
race against a horse. 

He was 16 when his family ‘moved 
to Boulder, Colo. The youngster en- 
tered the state university and worked 
his way through without aid—as as- 
sistant librarian, business manager of 
the college paper and impresario of 
the dramatic club. In summers he 
rented deserted fraternity houses and 
operated them as boarding houses for 
summer students. . 

He was a good student, but no 
grind. He even found time to run on 
the track team and take active part 
in college debates. He belonged to the 
honor society. 

When he graduated in 1912, the 
year book editor wrote of Odlum: 
‘“‘Manages to get his hands on every- 
thing that makes money.”’ 

Odlum got his law degree in 1914. 
He decided to practice in Rock 
Springs, Wyo., because there was only 
one other lawyer there. Buta bargain 
turned up and changed his career. A 
Salt Lake City girl, who was visiting 
Boulder, liked the college town and 
decided to stay for a time. She of- 
fered Odlum her return trip ticket for 
$5. The fare to Salt Lake City was 
$30. Unable to pass up this bargain, 
he bought it. 

Salt Lake City proved a hard place 
to get a legal job, but he finally landed 
one at $50 a month. His job was to 
chase ambulance chasers. His em- 
ployer, Utah Power & Light, a sub- 
sidiary of Electric Bond & Share, ad- 
vanced the bright young man fast. 
Before two years had passed Odlum 
was sent to New York with a letter of 
introduction to a law firm. He gota 
job as clerk at $100 a month. 

Electric Bond & Share was one of 
the firm’s clients and Odlum was the 
contact between them. An executive 
of the utility, Sidney Z. Mitchell, liked 
the clerk so much that he brought 
Odlum into the utility and made him 
his protege. By 1920, Odlum was a 
vice-president. 

He maintained his connection with 
Electric Bond & Share until 1931. 
Then he got out to supervise more 
closely his $14,000,000 wager on re- 
covery. 

Since 1923, he had nursed Atlas 
along on the side. Atlas began with 
$10,000 subscribed apiece by Odlum, 
his wife, George Howard, a lawyer 
friend: and Howard's wife. Atlas was 
a success from the start. In one year 
its net assets per common share rose 
from $4 to $19. At the end of 1925, 
the figure was $69. The Republican 
golden age was on the rise. 

One of the most excellent judg- 
ments in the history of American 
finance gave Odlum his famous $14,- 
000,000 cash stake. In 1929, when 
almost everyone else was assuming 
there was no top, he decided that 
prices were too high. So he began 
converting a great part of Atlas hold- 
ings into cold money and quick assets. 
The crash did not catch him with his 
guard down. 

With his board, he set about buying 


up investment trusts. Here the de- 
pression psychology aided him. Most 
trusts were pretty well deflated by the 
crash. Their portfolios contained most- 
ly air. Moreover, share holders in the 
trusts now distrusted the voices that 
had lured them in and they wanted to 
get out. They were willing to take 
huge losses. The fact that many 
trusts had been conducted simply for 
the enrichment of their officers made 
investors all the more wary. Odlum 
quietly bought up blocks of shares at 
low prices. One day he would walk 
in and announce to the board of di- 
rectors that he was now the owner and 
would they kindly relinquish the 


leather chairs? 


He loved to see their surprised ex- 
pressions. There was a great deal of 
general confusion in those troublous 
days, but it was duck soup for Odlum. 
When he was in school, it was nothing 
for him to work out his homework in 
calculus while his father was rehears- 
ing his sermon in the same room. The 
panic failed to bother him. 

Odlum salvaged much from the 
trusts he took over. The prevailing 
throw-me-a-rope psychology gave him 
portfolios of shares at prices below 
their asset values. He sold some of 
the holdings and retained many that 
were flat on their backs but, in his 
opinion, had possibilities. The latter, 
apparent white elephants, have re- 
deemed his faith in them many times 
over. 


LL told, Atlas took over 22 in- 
A vestment trusts. Their’ holdings 
gave Atlas (and Odlum) a finger 
in a good part of American business, 


. go that Atlas is, to some extent, a 


management company today. Odlum 
says he expects to make a lot of mon- 
ey. He is still betting on recovery. 
Odlum dislikes social life. He plays 
golf, badly. He collects nineteenth- 
century English paintings and likes to 
meet unusual personalities. He lives 
in Forest Hills and belongs to the 
famous tennis club there, but doesn’t 
play tennis. 3 
Odlum used to have trouble sleep- 
ing due to nervousness. Now he has 
an infallible formula for relaxing. He 
makes clever models in clay of bronze 
pieces. Before going to bed he 
squashes them back into balis of clay. 
This gives him a feeling of having 
completed a cycle satisfactorily and 
sleep comes easily. He shuns red 
meat. His favorite drink is milk. 
Recently, Odlum’s marriage, begun 
in 1915 in Salt Lake City, was liqui- 
dated in Reno by Mrs. Odlum, who 
is a native of Utah. Mrs. Odlum, the 
former Hortense McQuarrie, daughter 
of a rancher, still remains as head of 
Bonwit Teller, Fifth avenue women’s 
store. She took over management as 
a hobby when her husband acquired 
the establishment several years ago in 
an investment trust deal. She will 
continue running the store. Appar- 
ently the break is a friendly one. 
There are two sons, Stanley, 19, a 


student at Dartmouth, and Bruce, 11,.

None has gained 
the accolade of fame in the manner of 
Albert E. Herpin of Trenton. 

Herpin, 83 years old and hearty, has 
never had a single dream; he has 
never been torn from slumber by the 
annoying tinkle of an alarm clock; he 
has never known the agony of getting 
from a warm bed on a chilly fall morn- 
ing. The reason: he has, he insists, 
never been asleep, 

There just isn’t any sleep in Her- 
pin, says Herpin, Not a bit. When 


‘he was an infant he alarmed his par- 


ents by lying awake in his crib staring 
at the blue ceiling above. When he 
continued to stay awake week upon 
week, physicians said he could not live. 
He lived. Thirty years ago, his case 
amazed the medical and scientific 
world. From far and wide came phy- 
sicians and specialists of all kinds to 
examine this peculiar man. 

They examined him thoroughly and 
exhaustively. At the end, they admit- 
ted they were baffled, but added that 
Herpin could not live long. Today, 


WHO ‘NEVER SLEEPS’ 


when many of the physicians who ex- 
amined him are memories, Herpin con- 
tinues to work most of the day and 
sits up most of the night reading news- 
paper after newspaper. He doesn’t 
skim over the headlines or read the 
stories that interest him particularly. 
He reads the papers column for col- 
umn, digesting every line. 

Herpin’s philosophy is as plain as 
he is perplexing. He asks no one to 
believe in his strange case. He admits 
he is a freak. But he adds: 

“If a doctor says that Herpin’s case 
is an impossibility, that doesn’t make 
Herpin sleep. 

‘‘People have been skeptical of me. 
They don’t believe I am telling the 
truth when I say that I have never 
slept. I-defy anyone to prove that 
they have even seen me a little drowsy, 
and I have lived here since I was five 
years old. I never slept in my life. 
There isn’t any sleép in me. 

“I'm not after fame and notoriety 
because of my sleeplessness. I’ve had 
a dozen offers to go on the stage. But 
why should I? I’m not built that way. 
I'd rather work like any other man for 
a livitg, and I’ve worked hard.” 

What does Herpin do when tired?’’ 

“T rest,”’ declares Herpin. 

This sleepless wonder does just 
what he says, too. He sits up in a 
comfortable arm chair, places his arms 
straight at his sides, stretches out his 
legs and remains quiet. There are no 
regular intervals for this rest, either. 
He may recline in this chair in his 
small, modestly furnished house for 
an hour, or even two. Or he may stay 
there but a few minutes. 

“Don't you want to sleep,’’ an inter- 
viewer asked Herpin. 

“Sleep?’’ he asks back. “I can’t 
sleep. I’ve tried it a hundred times. 
Then I gave it up as a bad job. I 
can’t even close my eyes. It’s a strain 
to keep them closed. I can’t lie on a 
bed. It annoys me to stretch my body 
out full length. I get a stitch in my 
side when I do. I got a cot in my 
home, I tried to rest on it. No good. 
I like best to rest in an arm chair, 
and I get the best results when I sit 
up straight, too.’ 

Herpin is an amazing figure in more 
ways than one. The octogenarian car- 
ries himself erect as an athlete. His 
step is firm, his eye clear. In spite of 
the heavy usage he gives his eyes, he 
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does not wear spectacles. His arms 
and legs are limber. His apparent 
sleeplessness hasn't hurt his well being. 

For many years Herpin was a China 
decorator. The industry hit a slack 
period; he was laid off. Then he 
worked for the city street department, 
remaining in municipal employ for 
about 20 years. For the past several 
years he has occupied himself going 
gardening and tending to furnaces in 
the residential section of the city. 

And the days he works, Herpin real- 
ly works. He walks to his chores, and 
walks back again. He never rides. He 
has had but two rides on a trolley 
car. Until a couple of years ago he had 
never ridden in an automobile. 

Herpin is just as perplexed at his 
condition as the many experts who 
have examined him. He is at a loss 
to explain his sleeplessness, but sus- 
pects that a fright his mother suffered 
in an accident caused a prenatal 
shock to his spinal column. 

‘1 can’t give any real reason for it 
all,’ says Herpin. ‘There is no other 
case like it in our family.

“The doctors can’t understand my 
case.

Once, in Philadelphia, Herpin was 
put in a room filled with gas which 
ordinarily produces immediate sleep. 
Herpin remained awake, he says. 

Looking around at his humble sur- 
roundings, he continued: 

“And what if I did have a lot of 
money? What would I do with it? I 
have enough for my own needs; my 
health is good, I have plenty of work.” 

So Herpin continues to tend fur- 
naces, trim lawns, rake leaves and 
spend his loose change for toys for 
children in his neighborhood.

W) trundled out of his 
office behind the 
two officers who 
were taking the 
prisoner away. 
“Wait a minute, 
. Ed,” he said to one

in a low tone, “Get 
over there and look at that garage 
right away. You know what you’re 
after, don’t you?’”’

“No, no, the window will be too 
small, just like he said. He must 
have tried to get in that way. Look 
at the lock. You heard me ask him 
what kind of a lock it was, and I guess 
he didn’t expect the question because 
he answered it quick and said it was a 
Yale lock. Now garage doors aren’t 
usually locked with Yale locks; they 
have padlocks, and it stands to reason 
if somebody was locking him in there, 
like he says, he had every reason to 
pay special attention to the lock, and 
if it turns out it’s a padlock, then he’s 
lying. ... Now what was it you were 
after, young man? Oh, yes, you want- 
ed me to tell you about the David Paul 
case.”’ 

... That was an outstanding bit of 
prosecution. Charles Wolverton, the 
attorney, deserves as much credit as 
anyone. But it wasn’t his case or mine 
either, in the beginning. It belonged 
to Larry Doran, the Chief of Detec- 
tives over at Camden, and he had al- 
ready done a lot of good work on it be- 
fore I had a chance to delve into it. 

It was hardly his fault that the facts 
he had didn’t lead in the right direc- 
tion. When you have only one fact, 
you can draw any number of infer- 
ences to explain it. When you have 
two related facts the number of pos- 
sible explanations that will fit both is 
reduced, but still considerable, and it’s 
only when you become aware of addi- 
tional facts that the field is narrowed 
down to the one possible explanation. 
Take that fellow who was just in here. 
He was found in this garage; now that 
in itself looks bad, but there are ex- 
planations beside the idea that he was 
in there to steal something. His ex- 
planation is that he went in there to 
get warm and got locked in by acci- 
dent. But if it turns out that he 
doesn’t know what kind of a lock it 
was he heard click, why there are very 
few explanations that will fit. 


N THIS Paul case now, Larry 

Doran didn’t have all the facts, 

and it wasn’t his fault that he 
couldn’t get all of them. I had one 
lot of facts from the start. I knew 
David S. Paul and his family. They 
came from Mount Holly and Paul 
was born and brought up right 
here, He took one of the first 
civil service examinations ever held 
for the post of mail carrier, and got 
the job. He was a bright lad in those 
days, not quite 20; used to be a great 
hand to chase around after girls, and 
that got him into trouble, because he 
spent a good deal of money on them. 
About a year after he got his mail 
carrier’s job there began to be losses 
from the registered mail. The postal 
inspectors traced them to Paul; he was 
arrested and convicted. In view of 
his youth and family, he was let off 
with a year in prison. 

When he came out, instead of going 
iver somewhere else, he walked right 
into the Broadway Trust Company in 
Camden, told them the whole story 
and asked for a job and a‘chance to go 
straight. They were impressed by his 
straightforwardness, his father put up 
a heavy bond for him, and he was 
given the job. That was about 20 
years before the time I am talking 
about, which was October of 1920, and 
he had made good. He was married 
by that time, had a grown-up son, and 
had become the bank’s most trusted 
messenger. It’s important for you to 
remember these things. Larry Doran 
nad all of them as far as the outward 
facts go, but he didn’t have the per- 
sonal knowledge of Paul that I had. 

Now on this date I’m speaking of, 
October 5, Paul. started out with a 
heavy wallet for the Girard National 
Bank in Philadelphia. It contained 
$42,000 in checks and $40,000 in cash. 
Paul started at about 1 o'clock: he 
was due to stop at the First National 
in Camden for some canceled checks, 
take his wallet to Philly and then he 
was through for the day. At about 
6:15 the Girard people called up the 
Broadway Trust to know where their 
messenger was. They'd been holding 
clerks there overtime waiting for him. 

“Why, he left here at 1 o'clock,” 
said the Broadway Trust people.

The girl must have been Tessie, all 
right, Doran decided, It checked with 
the fact that there was only one let- 
ter from Tessie in the package in the 
locker, and with the fact, which he 
got from one of the clerks at the 
Broadway Trust, that Paul had told 
him he had a date with a swell Jane 
that afternoon. But the evidence was

“But if he didn’t gd willingly, 
where has he been for the nine 
days before he was killed. Could 
the murderers have held him pris- 
oner for that long?’’ 

“That's what puzzles me,” I told 
him.

I don’t know how he went about 
it, but he finally located a man at 
Forest Hills, between Camden and 
Irick’s Causeway, who had seen 
two men driving along in that 
Ford on the afternoon of Octo- 
ber 6. 

“Who was the other man—do 
you know him?” asked Doran, 
quick as a wink. 

“I should say I do, mister. It 
was Ray Shuck, the manager of 
the telephone company.” 

You could have knocked Doran 
down with a feather, and me, too, 
when that came out.

“Wait a minute,” I said. ‘‘Those 
two are smart, but they aren't 
smart enough to cover everything, 
because there isn’t such a thing as 
fool-proof lie. You know and I 
know that if we get him up on 
trial and he springs that story of 
a wild. party, refusing to give 
names in order to protect the 
women, he’s going to get away 
with it. That would go over big 
with a jury, coming from a rep- 
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utable business man. Shuck will 
have the same story for Octo- 
ber 5, and we'll never break him 
on it. But there’s another date 
just as important as the date of 
the murder, only I doubt if those 
two realize how important it is 
yet—and that’s the day they 
pulled the body out of the creek 
and buried it. Let’s see, we found 
it on October 16; that would make 
the important date October 12, 13 
or 14. Let's not pull Shuck in fora 
while yet. Put a tail on him, find 
out who all his associates are, and 
see if he spends any unusual 
amount of money. Meanwhile, 
keeping it under cover, we'll try 
to build up a timetable of every 
movement he made during those 
days when the body must have 
been buried. Then we'll invite 
him to explain.’’ 

“Fine. But there’s one thing 
more. You said they had heavy 
shovels to make that grave. How 
about finding out where they 
bought them? And that cushion, 
too. We may be able to locate the 
old one.”’ 

I was doubtful about that. 
“Probably got them in Philadel- 
phia, but it’s worth trying,” I said. 

I won’t go into the story of 
the routine inquiries that fol- 
lowed. Doran and the Philadel- 
phia police picked up the trails 
of both James and Shuck in that 
city.
